BUFFALO, N, Y., Aug. 19.—Flying in 
the teeth of a treacherous wind, Harry 
N. Atwood, who is trying to break the. 
world's long-distance flight record by a 
trip from St. Louis to New York, landed 
safely in Buffalo at Kenilworth Park at 
7:02 o'clock this evening, after a trip of 
98 miijes, from Swanville, Penn. To-day's 
journey brings Atwood within 439 miles 
of New York. Atwood broke his flight 
to-day by a stop at Erie, Penn., which 
is eleven miles from Swanville. 

“It’s only a bird’s hop to New York 
now,” said Atwood, as he stepped out 
of his Burgess-Wright biplane in the 
grounds of the Kenilworth race track, 
, after thousands in Buffalo had watched 
|him from the housetops sailing in from 
the lake, and, at an altitude of 1,500 
feet, shoot toward the city in the twilight. 

He made the 99 miles from Swanville 
to Buffalo in a flying time of 2 hours 
and 21 minutes, with one stop at Erie, 
Penn. Leaving Erie at 4:68 P. M., he ar- 
rived in Buffalo at 7:02 Pp, M., long after 
those who awaited him had given up hope 
}of seeing him. The eleven miles from 
Swanvillie to Erie Atwood covered tn 16 
minutes.” ~ 

Atwood is confident. of winning the 
world’s record in four days more, His 
distance fromthe start ih St. Louis last 
Monday is 826 miles, as compared with 
the world’s record of 1,164 miles, which 
is held by European aeronauts. But At- 
wood's time, counting in days devoted to 
his flight, is far ahead of the record- 
holders, Koenig, Vollmuller, and Buech- 
ner, who, flying over Germany, ended 
with a best time of thirty days from 
start to finish, Already in six days At- 
wood’s flight has brought him within 338 
miles of the present record. On his ar 
rival. in Buffalo he had flown over parts 
of six States, 

An instance of the uncertainty of avia- 
tion was afforded by Atwood on his nine- 
| ty-nine-mile spin along the lake shore to- 
‘day. Going up in @ cornfield at Swan- 
; Ville, with crowds of farmers as specta- 
tors, his machine was almost dashed to 
the ground before he could get his bear- 
ings. He made three unsuccessful starts 
before he got away. and then he landed 
in Erie two hours after his scheduled 
time. The wina was so strong it was al- 
most 5 o'clock when he started from Erie 
with the announcement that he would 
stop at Dunkirk overnight. 

When he rose from the ground, soared 
far over the lake, and then returned over 
land again to find his course along the 
railroad tracks, he had eighty~-eight miles 
more than the eleven miles already cov- 
ered to fly before darkness. 

Twenty miles out of Erie he passed over 
the New York-Pennsylvania State line 
and three miles further on, at Ripley, N. 
W., the train dispatchers reported him 
passing there at 5:16 o’clock, giving him 
@ credit of twenty-three miles in twenty- 
three minutes. Up to the time the avigtor 
swung into view Dunkirk was. confident 
he was to alight there. Crowds were in 
the streets and on the roofs of houses 
scanning the western horizon for his ap- 
pearance.

The 
Reapportionment bill recently passed by 
Congress, ig conformity with the census 
of 1910, provides for a House membership 
of 483, which with 92 Senators makes the 
Electoral College 525. The Republicans 
usually allow two del tes to National 
Conventions for each Territory, as well 
as.for tne District of Columbia, Alaska, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines.

NEW YORK’S. MOSQUITO PEST. 

It is good news that a war of pxter- 
mination’ has begun on the. Cenfral 
Park mosquitos, and we hope it will 
be ‘vigorously prosecuted. If the mar- 
gins of the park lakes are deepened and 
oil enough poured on the shallow 
water to prevent’ the development of 
the larvae, people who live in the 
neighborhood of ‘the Park will be re- 
lieved of a positive affliction. There 
ig no doubt that many mosquitos are 
bred in this and some of the other 
parks. Whether the veritable pest of 
mosquitos which annoys Manhattan 
this summer is fed from other sources 
is an open question. 

Dr. LEDERLE has been™making in- 
quiries to’ learn whether or not mos- 
quitos are bred on the roofs of tall 
puildings, as we suggested the other 
day.. They may be carried into tall 
buildings from the street, nestling in 
the’garments and even in the hair and 
beards of occupants. But large num- 
bers of them are ffequently seen on 
the outsides of the window screens cn 
the fop floors of tall apartment’ houses 
and ‘hotels. Clearly they must reach 
the heights by seme other means,.- The 
theory that. mosquitos do not fly high- 
er ‘than feet above the place of 
their origin has been somewhat 
wrenched this summer in New York. 
“That mosquitos are here, in large 
numbers, ahd that nobody is exempt 
from their’ onslatghts are egtablished 
facts. Of course, the, city has never 
been entirely free from this annoy- 
ance, bué such‘a mosquito year as W11 
has no parallel in the remembrance of 
old residents,. They .can. be extermi- 
nated by modern science, but it is neces- 
sary to learn first where they all 
originate. This has not been a partic- 
ularly. damp summer. The amount of 
standing water in blocked gutters and 
depressions on ill‘kept roofs cannot 
have been ‘large...There has been no 
protracted heated term since July, and 
‘the <everage temperature this month 
has ‘not been very high;. while there 
hasbeen plenty of wind,

Miss January, who had a goodly number 
of verbal tilts with Mr. Dushkind and 
succéeded in contracting a very evident 
dislike. for him before she was let off,

Princess Louisa’s “Own Story” 
of the Scandals Which Drove 
Her From Dresden 


ENTION has already been made 

in these coldinns of “My Own 

M Story,” by Princess Louisa of 

Tuscany, ex-Crown “Princess of 

Saxony, which the Putnams will issue in 

the early Autumn. An interesting feature 

of the work is that the original version 

is in the English language, and edited by 

an English friend of the royal author. 

The Princess herself has edited the trans- 

lations that have been made into Ger- 
mah, French, and Italian. 

Before setting forth the genesis of the 
book, as explained in letters the Princess 
bas written to an American friend, sume 
data by way of introduction is necessary. 
At the age of 21 Princess Louisa of Tus- 
cany was married to Friedrich August, 
Crown Prince of Saxony. This was in 
1891. In the succeeding ten years five 
children were born to the couple at the 
Dresden Court, three boys and two-giris. 
The Court of Saxony, like other smail 
German Courts, while outwardly the most 
conservative imaginable is, beneath the 
surface, throbbing with impulses of in- 
trigue of every description. The Crown 
Princess, who was of a natural and live- 
ly disposition, found her most innocent 
expressions frowned upon by her father- 
in-law, King George, and her sister-in- 
law, Princess Mathilde; although the lat- 
ter was not above reproach herself. At 
Dresden naturalness was regarded as a 
crime; concealment, a virtue. 

Late in 1902 the Crown Princess, having 
made a confidant of a certain M. Giron, 
the French tutor of her children, left the 
Court, determined never to return. She 
has subsequently declared that the scan- 
Galous stories published about her con- 
duct in the Europeam press were inspired 
by herself so as to make her return to 
Court impossible.’ Be that as Os may, 
three important events followed: Oe 
11, 1908,.the Crown Prince secured a 
solution of his marringe;-on May 4, of 
the same year, a third daughter born 
to the now ex-Crown Princess, ‘and in 
October of the following yéar the Crown 
Prince became King Friedrich August 
IIL, owing to the demise of his father, 

Now that the Princess has made the 
rupture with the Court permanent—noth- 
ing can bridge the chasm she herself has 
created—she wisTies to set herself right in 
the cyes of her children by laying bare 
before: the world the intrigues at Dres- 
den, of which they themselves, if ‘not 
warned, may some day be the

chapter devoted to him and his intrigues 
is unmistakable. He is Baron George vow 
Metzsch, and the chapter in question re- 
minds one of Zola’s famous letter written 
to President Faure at the time of the 
Dreyfus scandal, “‘ J’ Accuse!

“of being the true instigator of all the in- 
trigues which constrained me to abandon 
Germany. That man possesses an im- 
menge intellectual force which has aways 
won my admiration. He is pleasing and 
elegant; he -has a seductive manner, @ 
will of iron, and a genius for overcoming 
obstacles. But he is completely ignorant 
of the value of a gentleman's word and 
gratitude. 
““ While constantly adapting himself to 
others to gain their esteem he was always 
careful to give nothing himself. I admire 
his qualities, but I condemn his motives. 
It took me some time to discover bis true 
character, It was his underhanded work 
to which I owed my constant mortifica- 
tion—the insults from my husband, and- 
the contumely visited upon me by my 
family and all my house. 

* But although at the time he had no 
fear of me, I have now succeeded in lib- 
erating myself like a Phoenician, and to 
turn against his injustice. To-day I am 
convinced that he has a very different 
conception of me than he had before my 
flight. © © ©

VERY delightful book, which at 
A times reads like a fairy story, is 
“The Revolt at Roskelly’s,” (G. 

P. Putnam's Sons, $1.25,) by Wuil- 
Caine. Roskelly’s was an English 
open-all-the-year hotel, and In and about 
it the scenes of the story are laid. The 
patrons of the hotel are divided into 
cliques, the aristocratic element drawing 
the line sharply on the “ plebes " and the 
“ plebes " resenting the discrimination In 
their vulgar nianner, but always ready to 
desert their own rank for that above 
them. Gen. Wemyss-Wanklin, a retired 
army officer, was the head of the aristo- 
crats ‘and a stickier for form, and with 
him were his sister, Mrs. Norton, a widow 
dependent upon him as his housekeeper, 
with her son George, a likely young man, 
Whatever the General said was proper, 
the others of ois party admitted without 
question, and whom the General declined 
to meet they also did not wish to know. 
The only exception was young Norton, 
and he had ths courage to tell the Gen- 
eral that he proposed to mix with the 
“ plebes " and have a good time, whether 
it was good form or not. 

George was moved fo this not a little by 
the presence of Elizabeth Day, who was 
not anybody to speak of, so became & 
“plebe” at once. The General was furi- 
ous and threatened to disinherit his 
nephew, who had cnly £100 a year and no 
job, but rge told him: to go right 
ahead, as he was able to take care of 
himself, he guessed.

@asy conscioushess of this fact, for he 
says of his book that he has “ decided 
to let it go forth With all its repetition 
-@f phrase and idea, which, while doing 
Violence to his literary tastes, he hopes 
has not been overdone in his effort to 
emphasize a few fundamenta) princi- 
ples.” Now repetition does not always, 
or often, give emphasis. It often wear- 
fés the mind and dulls the faculty of 
attention. Unless the subject miatter 
be clearly thought out and embodied 
in an ofderly and adequate form, repe- 
tition tends to become “ damnable iter- 
ation” which, from the time of Fall- 
staff, is rightly resented by ite vic- 
tims. 

The writer, moreover, is, in some of 
his moods, extraordinarily and tudi- 
crously pessimistic. At times bis mind 
i like a Clande Lorraine glass in which 
everything is reflected in tones of dark- 
vess.. He starts out with the assump- 
tion that “there is something funda- 
thentally wrong in the civilization. to 
Which we were born,” and he tells the 
“ young men and women of Great Brit- 
ein and the United StAtes”: “if you 
do not make it right it will pever be 
righted.” The thing’ which is funda-

on Intro@uction, on Authority, and on 


Hall's theological 
rigid “ Catholic,” or High Churchman, in 
the Episcopal Church. He aims not #0 
much to defend as to present the con- 
tents of the “Catholic” faith. Yet he 
at the same time tries to show the rea- 
sonableness of that faith in its relation 
to modern thought. 

Prof. Hall is @ scholar in the field of 
Latin and Anglican theology, but pays 
little attenti to @ scholarship, 
hardly referring to any German works 
except such as have been translated into 
-English, While his conctusions will com- 
mend themselvés mostly to those inter- 
ested in the maintenance of the strictest 
orthodoxy, yet those who do not agree 
with him will find much valuable mate- 
rial for study in these volumes. 

It ie to be regretted that Dr. Hall is 
not mére sensitive to the demands of 
modern thinking. Ma@by of his own 
school will probably Gissent from bis 
conclusion that the word “ persons” used 
im the Trinitarian sense means “ distinct 
selves" or “egon.”" This is pretty near 
to tri-theliem. The truly Catholic doc- 
trine of the unity of God stems imper- 
fectly defended.

Most fancywork departments have good 
teachers in filet work, and it pays'to take 
@ few lessons; yet with a good book of 
instructions a girbused to fine needlework 
can manage nicely. 

If the machine net fs used the back- 
ground must be cut large erough to re- 
move one.bar of the.net, turn back the 

tanding strands along the next bar 

buttonhole closely over it. This gives 
a pe ben edge. The handmade netting being 
prepared the right size with an edge, this 
preliminary’is not necessary. 

The.net is then baated into a square, 
filet frame so as.to be firm, but not taut 
as a drumhead, Darning can be done in 
the hand, But is neater and more expe- 
ditious in a frame. Long pieces are best 
worked in embroidery hoops of. proper 
size to carry a completed portion of the 
design. 

In doing a long plece of work roll the 
material neatly at each end, using bluc 
paper between to keep the net clean and! 
white. 

Materials needed for filet work are not 
many, The machine-made net comes in

various widths and fineness and is best 
bought in an art needlework department 
if one is something of a novice. The 
saleswoman will advise the right net 
and threads for working a given de- 
sign. 

If the netting. is done, ask for a spe~- 
cial filet linen. thread. The darning is 
done ajso in linen, though sometimes the 
mercerized cottons are used. A thread 
about thrée times as thick as thet used 
for darning is used to outline. 

Be cautious not to outline too much 
or too heavily, as the delicacy of the 
flat work may be lost. Much) modern 
work is not outlined, though thix finish 
ts seen in much of the old work copied. 

The filling stitches of filet are Of two 
kinds, cloth stitch and the closer darning 
which gives the effect of shading. In the 
former the threads run in two directions 
as in weaving, while the @arned portions 
are not crossed. 

Tn the cloth stitch usually no more than 
two threads crossed by two others are 
used in a single square, though oc- 
casionally with a coarse meshed net four 
are used each way. 

In darning, as many threads are used

When a new thread is, needed join the 
fresh needleful ‘onthe old one within an 
inch of the finished thread, and continue 
the work. 


In the cloth. stitch it is important to 
turn cornerg.so’ the thread will not move 
along the bar in washing on stretching. 
Use thfee interstices of the net that the 
thread does not:Slip; over the first, then 
under the next» bar and over the bar 
where the darning recommences. It is 
attention to correct turning which makes 
fine filet lace. 


When: the pattern nas * been darned im 
one way, using two: threads te a given 
square, cross it with two threads, taking 
up every alternate thread, whether net 
or darning, 

Good designs for filet work ‘can: be 
bought, or the skillful needlewoman de- 
lights:in copying old designs. Study your 
pattern well before starting, to see where 
the crossing can be dohe with least re- 
tracing of steps. Each design needs a
